THE FALL OUTLOOK 
IF we may judge, both from trade reports re- 
ceived and from any analysis of general busi- 
ness conditions, there is to be nothing but 
prosperity in store for general business dur- 
ing the coming fall and winter. Nobody even 
seems to have time enough to hold up the 
bogey of a presidential election year and a 
possible change of administration. The sum- 
mer has been conspicuous by the absence of 
the usual financial and industrial dog-days; 
business has been practically continuous. 
Manufacturing plants the country over are 
being operated to their capacity, the short- 
age in the supply of. labor being almost 
the only deterrent to continued expansion. 
Jobbers generally report the best August and 
September trade ever known. Henry Ford’s 
$60,000,000 net earnings are matched by the 
record of $81,000,000 for the second quarter 
by the United States Steel Corporation. 
Usually at this time of year, during the 
height of the autumn activity, there is a 
stiffening demand for money, especially in 
the West, but easy money conditions are re- 
ported to be almost universal at present. 
Of course, this prosperity is distributed ex- 
tremely unevenly. Probably more people in 
this country have been hurt by “war _ busi- 
ness” than helped by it; but as they generally 
keep quiet and hope for a return of normal 
conditions, their troubles receive less atten- 
tion. As a result the spectacular profits made 
in a few instances have in the general public 
consciousness been both exaggerated. and 
made typical. Labor has been naturally de- 
sirous of sharing these increased profits but, 
as many lines of business, in spite of the pre- 
valent note of prosperity, are unfortunately 
showing losses rather than gains, labor should, 
for its own best interests, show discrimina- 
tion as well as insistency. 
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And meanwhile what of the book-trade this 
fall? The statement of the Macmillan Co. 
furnishes a good composite picture of trade 
conditions: So far, they tell us, the season 
is about on a par with last year, with promise 
of being better as the fall advances. New 
books are selling about the same but—and 
this seems to us to show pretty clearly the 
sound condition of the retail trade—stock or- 
ders are noticeably better. Booksellers, the 
Macmillan Co. tells us, are more ready to look 
thru their general list. And finally, but by 
no means least important, collections are very 
good. 

Retailers everywhere seem “satisfied” with 
the fall outlook, the publishers less so. The 
fly in their ointment is of course the manu- 
facturing situation, particularly the enormous 
rise in the cost of paper. This scarcity of 
paper, whether natural or artificial, is not 
clear, has caused numerous delays in publi- 
cation and even more numerous postpone- 
ments and cancellations of publications. The 
increase in cost probably averages up about 9o 
per cent. on all classes of book and periodical 
paper. The direct effect of this unprecedented 
load upon book production is seen in our Fall 
Announcement list: the entries on the 1916 
list total 3650, as against 4200 in I9I5, 5795 in 
1914 and 5865 in 1912°(the actual number of 
titles in each case being a little less than half 
of these figures). This means almost a 40 
per cent. drop in fall publications since 1912 
and a 14 per cent. decrease as compared with 
last fall. We are evidently to have another 
year of low book production, tho, as we 
pointed out in the spring, we do not believe 
that this is entirely a misfortune. 

While the fall lists seem to forecast a com- 
paratively slim fiction year for one or two 
houses, the fall fiction, taken as a whole, is 
if anything superior to last year in point of 
quality. Already such books as “The Brook 
Kerith,” “The Rising Tide,” “Casuals of the 
Sea,” “Mr. Britling Sees It Through,” “The 
Sailor” and “These Lynnekers” have appeared 
and there are other good things to follow. 
Poetry does not figure quite so heavily in the 
fall list as it did last season, tho we are to have 
new books by both Frost and Masters. It has 
to be a good war book to see the light on ten 
cent paper these days, but as in the past year, 
there is still an ample market for the thoroly 
worth while war book which does succeed in 
getting published. 

One is tempted to wonder how long our 
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present prosperity will last. It seems ex- 
tremely unlikely that the election, whether it 
involves a change of administration or not, 
will influence business materially one way or 
the other. Nor does it seem probable that an 
early termination of the war will bring even 
our war business proper to an abrupt close. 
All present signs in any event are against 
an early termination of the war. The allies 
have been inspired with new confidence and 
the Germanic powers are not disheartened. 
After two years of war, money is raised as 
easily as in the first six months. The reserves 
of the great banks of England, France, Ger- 
many and Russia are about as strong in pro- 
portion to their liabilities as they were a 
year ago. To date the 1916 gold imports into 
this country have surpassed by nearly a 
hundred million the record imports of this 
time last year, and according to Dun’s Review 
no sharp withdrawal of money is likely to be 
evident upon the termination of the war. 

Nevertheless, these are days of sudden and 
cataclysmic happenings and it seems wise to 
repeat our warning of the spring, that the 
retail trade keep an eye to windward, even 
with the existing prospect of prosperity for 
the immediate future. Much of the present 
prosperity is not fundamentally sound; there 
are bound to be far-reaching readjustments 
when the war ends, and the wise business man 
will seek now to set his house in order. Buy 
as liberally as demand warrants and as far 
ahead as you feel tolerably certain in forecast- 
ing that demand, but keep your bills dis- 
counted, and don’t let increased sales down in 
the front of the store blind you to any grow- 
ing investment tied up on those rows of 
shelvés in the rear! 


THE manifestly fair statement elsewhere in 
this issue by Mr. William H. Brett, librarian 
of the Cleveland Public Library, of the rela- 
tion between the library and the book-trade 
should serve as a challenge to the latter 
trade to unite and meet the libraries on some 
such friendly ground of common understand- 
ing as Mr. Brett proposes. This paper—te 
which we had occasion to refer two weeks 
ago in connection with the proposal that the 
publishers take over all library business— 
was read before the American Library Asso- 


ciation at its recent annual convention at 
Asbury Park. Its very fairness and moder- 


ation make the gulf to be bridged seem far 
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less impassible. When an ex-president of the 
national Library Association calls the sen- 
timent in favor of a special discount to li- 
braries “a survival,” when he recognizes the 
value of the intelligent bookseller’s services 
to the library and, over against the advantages 
of certainty and promptness of payment of 
library bills, frankly sets the increased labor 
and expense in handling the relatively high 
percentage of “returns” on library orders, he 
shows clearly the librarians’ disposition to 
deal fairly with the book-trade. If the lack 
of harmony between publisher and retailer on 
the question of discounts has offered librarians 
every opportunity to forget their sense of fair 
play, it is small wonder that they have asked 
for a continuance of this “survival!” 


THE LIBRARY AND THE BOOK- 
TRADE*

I HAVE had an opportunity within the past 
few weeks to discuss the relations of the library 
to the bookseller and publisher with some of 
the largest booksellers in the country who 
pay especial attention to library business, and 
have been greatly interested in what they 
have told me. I endeavored first to get some 
information as to the importance of the li- 
brary business to the book-trade. I have the 
impression that while the library business is 
undoubtedly important, still, the books pur- 
chased by libraries are a very small part of 
the entire book sales of the country. It would, 
of course, be impossible to give any accurate 
figures in this regard, yet the various guesses 
are interesting, varying as they do from one 
to fifteen or twenty per cent. Possibly the 
average opinion would be that the libraries 
take two per cent. of the volume of novels 
published in this country and not over ten 
per cent. of the other books. My own guess 
would be that both these figures are too high. 

Another opinion in which I was interested 
was expressed by two leading dealers, namely, 
that somewhere from forty to sixty per cent. 
—averaging the opinions I would say fifty per 
cent—of the bookselling to libraries is in 
the hands of a few large book jobbers who 
pay especial attention to library business; 
while this, I imagine, is largely guess work, 
there can be no question but that a very large 
share of the business is done by these deal- 
ers, while the business done by the remainder 
and second-hand houses is considerable but 
very small in comparison with that of the 
regular jobbers. 

The most out-standing question—the one 
which comes into mind when we discuss our 
relations with the bookseller—is that of price, 
and I will consider that first. I have asked 
myself, and I have asked others, why a library

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should have a discount as a library, and I 
have never received a satisfactory answer. 
My own view is that there is no ground for 
thinking that libraries should have special 
treatment and receive any special considera- 
tion on account of the nature of their work; 
and I think the feeling that they should, so 
far as it exists, is a survival from those early 
days when the minister and the teacher were 
given a discount on account of their educa- 
tional service to the community, and doubt- 
less also because they were known not to re- 
ceive very large salaries. The result was that 
in a few years discounts became very gen- 
eral; everybody expected twenty off, very 
much to the demoralization of the book-trade. 
To remedy this it became necessary to bring 
about a gradual change to net prices. 

It is fundamentally unsound to base the 
question of price or discount on the occupa- 
tion or the purpose of use on the part of the 
purchaser. The minister and teacher ought 
to be paid enough to buy their books as other 
people; and this is equally true of the library. 
It is supported by public taxation, in which 
case the bookseller pays his share, as other 
citizens, and should not be asked to make 
a special additional contribution in the way 
of discounts greater than the volume and 
character of the business would warrant; or, 
if not supported by taxation, it is supported 
by endowment, in which case the donor cer- 
tainly would not want the bookseller more 
than any other citizen to help support the 
library. 

The only logical and fair way of fixing 
prices and discounts for any purchaser is to 
gauge them by the volume and character of 
the purchase. The library book-buyer has a 
right to expect as large discounts and as gen- 
erous treatment in every way as is accorded 
to any buyer of equal quantities and of the 
same goods, with due allowance for any fac- 
tors which affect the value of the business 
to the dealer. Some of these last are: 

1. The intelligence and accuracy with which 

orders are placed. 

2. The certainty that payment will be made. 

3. The promptness with which payment is 

made. 

4. The amount of goods returned. 

About these four points I have the opinion 
of a considerable number of book-dealers. 
Taking up the points separately, the opinions 
summarize somewhat as follows: 

1. I find that libraries stand fairly well in 
the matter of the intelligence and accuracy 
with which their orders are placed, tho the 
dealers say there is a very great deal of dif- 
ference in the individual libraries in this re- 
spect. The large library where the work is 
thoroly systematized sends its orders ac- 
curately and carefully made out, giving all the 
necessary data; orders are therefore easy 
to fill, On the other hand, many libraries are 
careless in giving the information, uncertain 
as to what they want, and if the purchases are 
made personally, take a great deal of time in 
their selection. I think the consensus of 
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opinion from the book-dealers is that the 


majority of the large libraries are above the 
average customer as to the form in which 
their orders are placed, and that many of the 
smaller libraries are very much below the 
average, necessitating more attention and time 
to sell the same amount of books than the 
ordinary private buyer would require. 

2. As to the credit of libraries, it is be- 
yond question according to the general testi- 
mony of booksellers. The loss of a library 
account is very rare. 

3. Regarding the time of payment, libraries 
are, on the average, prompt. There are occa- 
sional delays, due generally to formalities. 
They probably average better than the private 
buyer. 

4. As to the return of books, libraries rank 
very low in the estimation of booksellers. 
While many booksellers send out books on 
approval, accepting their return as part of the 
business, and sometimes even permit books 
to be returned which were not on approval 
in case the library decided afterwards to re- 
turn them, there is no question that this is 
a very serious deduction from the value of 
the business of the library to the bookseller 
and may very fairly, and actually does, affect 
the discount which the bookseller can afford 
to make. 

The most serious objection to the return of 
books is, I suppose, the work involved. I saw 
an illustration of this recently. If one hun- 
dred dollars worth of books are sent out on 
approval and twenty-five dollars worth are 
returned—assuming, which I think is really 
true, that it is almost as much trouble to the 
bookseller to receive books back, check the 
bills and restore them to their places, as it 
was in the first place to bill and sell them— 
such a deal would mean that the bookseller 
handles one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
worth of books in order to sell seventy-five 
dollars worth, at an expense which greatly les- 
sens the profit of the transaction, if it does 
not render it entirely profitless. The over- 
head expense of the bookseller is a factor 
which the librarian does not always take into 
account. Another serious objection to the 
return of books is the difficulty of keeping 
them from injury. It is practically impos- 
sible for even a careful reader to read a book 
thru without making a second-hand book 
of it. If you will notice a book which has 
been read, lying flat on the table, you will 
usually observe that the accurate curve of the 
front and the back is gone, one of the covers 
projects beyond the other, and the front is 
comparatively flat. The book is not fit to 
go onto the shelf of the bookseller and be sold 
as a new book to the fastidious buyer. It 
would probably go to a library without ques- 
tion, if the bookseller happened to have an- 
other library customer for it. I have no 
doubt that many booksellers endure very seri- 
ous impositions of this sort rather than dis- 
turb their pleasant relations with library cus- 
tomers, believing that on the whole the busi- 
ness with libraries is profitable. This I 
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think, in simple fairness to the booksellers, 
should be adjusted in some way, possibly by 
the reduction of discount on books which 
are sent on approval, so that the larger profit 
on those retained would fairly offset the in- 
jury to those which are returned. 

' There are, however, certain other very 
important things involved in the relation of 
libraries to the book-trade, relations _of 
mutual service. I have been greatly im- 
pressed during the years in which I have 
known something of and have had some ex- 
perience in library book-buying, with the 
thoroly honest service rendered to libra- 
ries by booksellers, and more particularly by 
those larger jobbers who pay especial atten- 
tion to the business of libraries, studying it 
carefully and equipping themselves to give 
satisfactory service. Such a bookseller will 
not intentionally sell to a library a book which 
he does not believe to be the best selection, 
the best edition, or a desirable purchase for 
the library. 

The library may and does receive from the 
bookseller most valuable service in the making 
up of its orders; the larger library, with its 
fuller equipment of bibliographies, keeping up 
with the trade lists and journals, is much bet- 
ter able to select books wisely than is the 
small library; but even the large library may 
receive valuable assistance from the intelli- 
gent and well-equipped bookseller; and the 
small library with a meagre supply of trade- 
helps needs such assistance much more. I 
am impressed with the fact that the in- 
telligent bookseller does render real service 
to the library in addition to merely filling the 
orders as placed. 4 

On the other hand, I am no less confident 
that the library renders a great service to 
the bookseller, in educating an army of read- 
ers who are and will be more or less book- 
buyers, and the aggregate of whose purchases 
I believe will very much more than offset any 
lessening of book-buying which may come 
from the fact that books may be had free in 
the library. This phase of the question was 
most admirably treated by Mr. Dudgeon in a 
recent paper at the booksellers’ convention in 
Chicago, and was compared with the methods 
adopted by organizations in other lines to 
create a demand for their goods. As to this 
particular question—whether the library in- 
creases or diminishes the business of the 
bookseller—there is a very wide difference of 
opinion among booksellers. So far as I can 
learn, some of the larger booksellers are in- 
clined to regard the library on the whole as 
helpful to the book business, while others dis- 
agree with this, and the smaller booksellers 
more generally seem inclined to look upon the 
library as rather a rival and a detriment to 
their business. My own view of it is that the 
library and the bookstore are mutually ser- 
viceable to each other. The bookseller may, 


and the best of them do, give to the library 
more than mere exchange of so many books 
for so much money without reference to the 
They give, beyond 


interests of the library. 
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this, an intelligent and valuable service and 
a genuine interest which lead them to regard 
the library’s advantage as well as their own. 
On the other hand, librarians should, and 
many of them do, realize the difficult prob- 
lems of the bookseller. 

The interests of both the library and the 
book-trade would be promoted by a better 
understanding on the part of librarians of 
the problems and difficulties of the publisher 
and bookseller. No fair minded librarian 
wants a bookseller to sell books at a rate 
so low as not to afford a reasonable profit. 
On the other hand every librarian should in- 
sist on the lowest rates that the volume and 
character of his purchases will justify. Nor 
should the library whose orders are carefully 
made and intelligible and whose bills are 
promptly paid have its discounts held down 
for the shortcomings of other institutions. 

Better acquaintance and mutual under- 
standing of each other’s problems should fur- 
nish a substantial basis for business relations 


advantageous to both libraries and the book- 
trade. 





MEXICO’S LITTLE-KNOWN NOVEL- 
ISTS 


Tue literature of two thousand years 
ago has a more familiar ring to the ears of 
present day American readers than the lit- 
erature of the country lying just beyond our 
southern boundary. The names of Herodo- 
tus, Virgil, Homer, are known to every high 
school boy, but the popular writers of Mexi- 
co, says Frances Douglas, in the New York 
Evening Post, are ignored in this country. 

It is an interesting fact that the Mexicans 
are fond of literature, and that bookstores 
flourish even in the smaller Mexican cities. 
On my recent trip into the Southern Re- 
public, wherever the train stopped, tho 
the station were nothing more than a box-car 
on a siding, the Mexican laborers made a 
wild dash for the newsdealer, eagerly ex- 
changing their hard-earned bilimbiques for 
the periodioc. At one of the mines a young 
mechanic was absorbed in a book during in- 
tervals when the ore-bucket was beitig filled 
by the naked, sweating miners at the bottom 
of the shaft. Curiosity prompted a sly peep 
at the title of the book, which proved to be 
“El Cerro de las Campanas” (The Hill of the 
Bells), the sorrowful tale of Maximilian and 
Carlotta, those unfortunate pawns in the 
political game of the monarchs of Austria 
and France. This work is one of a series 
by Juan A. Mateos, a prolific novelist, draw- 
ing literary material from the history of 
Mexico. He has covered the entire field from 
the time of the Spanish conquest to Madero. 
Mateos has also written “La Majestad Caida” 
(Fallen Majesty), being the proud story of 
the almost imperial reign of Porfirio Diaz. 


- Juan A, Mateos belonged to the old régime 


that ended when the good ship /piranga bore 
Diaz and his suite to foreign shores, and 
soon after he passed away. 


A novelist with a distinctly modern touch 
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is Heriberto Frias. He was born in Quere- 
taro in 1870, became a journalist, and has 
produced many striking novels, “Ultimo 
Duelo,” “Episodios Militares,” ‘Naufragio,” 
“Leyendas Nacionales,” “El Amor de _ las 
Sirenas,” and “Tomochic.” “El Amor de 
las Sirenas” (The Love of the Sirens), is 
perhaps the best example of his sparkling 
style. It is a faithful portrayal, partly auto- 
biographic, of the efforts of a young medical 
student to resist the temptations set in his 
way by the “sirens,” whether in social circles 
or among the poor. He chooses the City of 
Mexico, with its feverish court life, its the- 
atres, its gay paseos, its worldly abandon, as 
a proper setting for a story that reveals a 
great national weakness. 

A literary worker of rare polish and 
technique is Rafael Delgado, author of “An- 
gelina,’ “Los Parientes Ricos,” and “La Ca- 
landria.” He is also a writer of sympathetic 
verse. “La Calandria” won the author fame 
and a membership in the Spanish Academy. 

Almost unconsciously, the more gifted 
Mexican writers portray the diseases, politi- 
cal or social, that eat into the health of the 
nation. Tho they seldom preach, they pro- 
duce in the mind of the reader the effect of 
an ethical warning. This impression is the 
more strongly felt in proportion as one is 
familiar with Mexican life. The pictures 
drawn by these story-tellers represent not 
mere isolated phenomena, but something uni- 
versal, grave, and fraught with national dan- 
ger. The moral emphasis is pronounced 
thruout “La Calandria.” It is like the very 
Orizaban days themselves, sunny and cheer- 
ful, yet always liable to sudden storm. Like- 
wise in “El Amor de las Sirenas” is the 
moral emphasis felt in the downward plunge 
of Pedro Santiesteban, from which a poor 
little Magdalen, whose soul is not half-nur- 
tured to comprehend her own state, does nev- 
ertheless try to save him. 

In these writers the touch of artistic self- 
consciousness is frequently felt. It shows 
in subtle ways, as thru the very lapses which 


occur. These are wholly different from 
those reckless violations of the artistic 
canons displayed by the Spanish master, 


Blasco Ibafiez. Bigness of thought excuses 
the great man for sounding a discord, slurred 
over in his pursuit of the compelling and 
onleading theme. Mexico also possesses a mas- 
ter partaking of this lusty genius. Compari- 
son with Blasco Ibafiez would be inappropri- 
ate. The Spaniard follows the naturalistic 
mode, while José Lépez-Portillo y Rojas, the 
dean of the Mexican novelists, expresses his 
wealth of observation and understanding of 
the hearts of his countrymen thru the 
technique of one versed in method of the 
French story-tellers. The dignity of his 
work is instantly felt. His masterpiece, “La 
Parcela,” is Mexico itself. It is, of course, 
not Mexico in the red harvest of revolution, 
but in the painful ploughing and seeding of 
revolution. He was keenly conscious of the 
inevitable outcome—even fourteen years 
The rural classes, “the nerve and sinew 


ago.

of Mexico,” as he calls them, are out of sym- 
pathy with the aristocracy of the cities. 
“There is in this rural population a great 
passion, which for the present enables them 
to. be made vassals, which drives them to 
their work, but which is also leading them 
to resistance: the love of the soil, their 
mother earth!” A prophecy shines thru this 
utterance, as will appear to every one who 
has grasped the motive of the recent civil 
strife, which is but the insistence of the im- 
poverished rural masses upon agrarian re- 
form. It was logical that Lopez-Portillo y 
Rojas should have been a trusted friend of 
the dreamer Madero. It was also a sign of 
the perspicacity ,of Huerta that he should 
make this man Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

In “La Parcela” (“The Parcel of Land”) 
the political tuberculosis of the country is 
laid bare. The author does not preach, for 
he is too true an artist to force a situation. 
The long, bitter, blood-spilling struggle be- 
tween two rich hacendados over a strip of 
land, the uncertain tenure due to faults in 
the land titles, the corruption of judges and 
officials, the ruthless disregard of fair play 
and rectitude in dealing with the poor, the 
official murders committed under cover of 
the “ley fuga,” that unwritten law of the 
fugitive, the moral supineness of a whole 
community which accepts the case as closed, 
without the intervention of the civil author- 
ity to vindicate the outraged majesty of the 
law—all this appeals as an order of life 
which no people will long endure. It is the 
picture of Mexico painted to the last wrinkle, 
as it was in the days when caciquism, that 
petty tyranny of local bosses, corresponding 
to the dominance of little barons in the Mid- 
dle Ages, had been forced to put on only 
a slight semblance of the garment of legality. 


NOTES ON THE INTERNATIONAL 
PAPER SITUATION 
UNITED STATES 

The executive committee of the News Print 
Manufacturers’ Association notified the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission on Sept. 18 that it was 
ready to meet a committee of newspaper pub- 
lishers to discuss means of regulating the 
distribution of white paper so that small pub- 
lishers may suffer no injustice and may be 
relieved of any prospect of suspending publi- 
cation. A suggestion by the Trade Commis- 
sion that machines now engaged on manufac- 
turing other grades of paper be transferred 
temporarily to news print was rejected by the 
executive committee as impracticable. 

ENGLAND 

According to the World’s Paper Trade Re- 
view, Paper Maker and British Paper Trade 
Journal, trading in paper and pulp during late 
July and early August showed very little 
change in prices. Dry ground wood was 
bringing a little over $43 per short ton and 
strong sulphite about $182.49 per short ton 
c. i. f. British ports. 

The supply suffered a slight relapse owing 
to shortage of labor and the inability of the 
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paper makers to pay the high prices of raw 
materials and operate at a profit. The de- 
mand just about kept step with the supply, 
however, owing to the effects of rigid econo- 

my and the hopes of the buyers for easier 
prices shortly. 

Norway is offering very little strong sul- 
phite and imports from Canada and _ the 
United Stdtes are assuming larger dimen- 
sions, especially wet sulphite. 

The use of esparto is becoming more pre- 
valent, and the week of July 7 saw over 3000 
tons landed from Almeria, Arzew and Bona. 

SWEDEN 

The embargo on the export of sulphite 
from Sweden is still in effect and the mills 
are looking on with envious eyes at the sale 
of Norwegian stocks to English buyers at 
enormous prices. There is, however, still a 
fair demand on Sweden from Germany, and 
stocks are claimed by the World’s Paper 
Trade Review to be about normal. The sul- 
phite market is quite firm and unchanged, and 
dry ground wood shows a slight rising ten- 
dency. Affarsvardlen of August 9 quotes 
this at $45 to $46 f. o. b. Gothenburg. 

NORWAY 

The Norwegian pulp market is very quiet 
and there has been no change in prices. Prac~ 
tically the entire sulphite output for the year 
hag been taken up by England, and what 
small quantities of strong are placed on the 
market bring about $150 per short ton. 

The ground wood market is quiet, dry pulp 
selling in small quantities around $45 and 
the wet about $29.17. 

Papir Journalen states that orders are not 
too plentiful, but that the manufacturers are 
expecting a sharp rise in all markets before 
long, and Farmand, Christiania, Norway, also 
bears this out, basing its opinion principally 
on the probability of further labor troubles 
and the curtailment of production. 

FINLAND 

The Finnish correspondent of Paper Maker 
and British Paper Trade Journal reports that 
there is little or no change of importance in 
Finland. Supply is at normal capacity, or 
even slightly below the demand. Export of 
paper and chemical pulp over the first three 
months of this year shows a marked increase 
over the previous three years, while ground 
wood shows a decrease. 

RUSSIA 


According to the Russian correspondent of 
Paper Maker and British Paper Trade Jour- 
nal, altho there have been a few com- 
plaints of a shortage of raw materials the 
improvement of the conditions of the Rus- 
sian, paper making industry is maintained. 
This is probably due to the importing of 
more cellulose wood from Archangel, and the 
easier fuel supply. Normal conditions are 
approaching and extensive building is under 


way in Russia and Siberia to take care of - 


the future. 
GERMANY 
The dearth of direct news from Germany 
makes any definite statement difficult. Paper 





Making, of London, states, however, that 
prices for paper are double the 1914 prices, 
another advance having been recently made 
by the German League of Printing Paper 
Manufacturers. The paper makers have 
called on the government for permits to ob- 
tain raw materials “at reasonable prices” 
from state owned forests, and to prevent 
further arbitrary increases in cost. 

Svensk Papers Tidning states that during 
the war the production of paper textiles had 
made great progress in Germany. Formerly 
there was not much interest in this, but now 
it is said that even cloth for field gray mili- 
tary uniforms is made of paper yarns. 


ITALY 


There is very little change in the situation 
in Italy and the heavy demands on Norway 
and Sweden for wood pulp continue. There 
is a great dearth of finer. grade papers, of 
which few are manufactured at home, but 
the supply of news is more nearly keeping 
step with the demand. 


AUSTRALIA 


Such a shortage of paper existed in Aus- 
tralia, states Paper Maker and British Paper 
Trade Journal, that the government printing 
office had only six weeks stock on hand the 
first of June to print the Hansard, the house 
record. 

The newspapers seemed to be in about the 
same straits, and were paying $173.80 per 
short ton exclusive of the 10 per cent. ad 
valorem tariff, against the normal price of 
about $65.18. 

The Minister of Commerce has been ap- 
proached on the question of arranging ship- 
ping facilities, but it is exceedingly difficult 
to displace wheat, for which space is needed. 
Imports of print paper have shown a de- 
crease in volume since 1913, although sep- 
arate imports from the United States and 
Sweden have increased, and Norway’s ship- 
ments have been about the same. 


JAPAN 


The market for pulp and paper in Japan, 
according to Commerce Reports from Wash- 
ington, has passed from an equalized supply 
and demand market to a decidedly over sup- 
plied one. Especially is this true of pulp, of 
which there is over 8000 tons on hand, and 
imports are arriving at the rate of 3000 tons 
monthly. 

Japan is now exporting paper in large quan- 
tities to India, China, Russia and the South 
Seas, and imports have fallen about 37 per 
cent. 

INDIA 

According to the British and Colonial 
Printer and Stationer, the increase in the 
cost of paper of all descriptions in India has 
risen from 100 to 200 per cent., and the prices 
are still advancing. Some newspapers and 
periodicals have been compelled to reduce 
their size, and some are putting up their 
price, whilst others are using a much inferior 
quality of paper, and many have suspended 
their free lists and exchange lists. The in- 
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creased cost of paper is only the immediate 
problem; the ultimate problem being the pos- 
sibility of paper not being obtainable at all, 
at any price. Of the two main sources of 
paper supply in India, that made in the coun- 
try and that imported, the imported may 
diminish or be discontinued at any time, and 
the Indian paper greatly falls short of the 
demand. The Indian industry, moreover, de- 
pends upon an uninterrupted importation of 
the necessary raw materials. Various ar- 
ticles have appeared in the Indian newspapers 
of late on the manufacture of paper pulp in 
India from bamboo, forest grass and timber. 
Much research work has been done for the 
Government of India in this direction by Mr. 
Raitt of the Forest Research Institute, Dehra 
Dun, and local governments have taken up 
the matter and in some cases have granted 
special concessions. Messrs. Ralli Bros. of 
Bombay, recently obtained for inspection 
samples of the different kinds of bamboos 
obtainable in the neighborhood of Feroke and 
Nilambur and are considering the question 
of taking advantage of the concessions and 
establishing a paper mill at Feroke. 


COPYRIGHT CERTIFICATES NO 
LONGER REQUIRE REVENUE 
STAMPS 


THE TEN CENT internal revenue stamp re- 
quired since the beginning of the war on all 
certificates of copyright, was abolished by the 
new revenue law, which became operative 
September 9. The new law repeals the docu- 
mentary stamp taxes imposed by the War 
Revenue Emergency Act, enacted in 1914 and 
by joint resolution of Congress extended to 
December 31, 1916. The stamp tax is also 
removed from bills of lading, receipts and 
other documents provided for in the War 
Revenue Emergency Act. 


EARL BARNES’ ARTICLE RESPONSI- 
BLE FOR NEW BOSTON BOOKSTORE 


THE incorporation of the Gardenside 
Bookshop in Boston, adds another to the list 
of bookstores conducted by women which are 
directly traceable to Earl Barnes’ now fa- 
mous article in the Atlantic Monthly, on “A 
New Profession for Women.” The new shop 
will be at 270 Boylston street, just opposite 
the entrance to the subway, and next door to 
the Women’s Industrial Union. The pro- 
prietor and president of the new concern is 
Miss Bertha M. Beckford, who for a num- 
ber of years has conducted the Wellesley 
College Bookstore. She will continue both 
stores, but will be assisted in the Boston store 
by her sister, Miss Frances Hale Beckford. 
The latter is vice-president of the new store 
and William E. Clapp is treasurer. The building 
in which the Gardenside shop will be housed 
is being remodeled under the direction of 
a well-known architect, and will be not only 
a modern bookshop but will embrace many 
artistic features. It is planned to open the 
store about the middle of October. 
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GINN & CO. MOVES 

OwInc to the pre-emption of the ground at 
29 Beacon street in order to extend the gar- 
dens of the Massachusetts State House, Ginn 
& Co. have been forced to remove their home 
offices in Boston to 15 Ashburton Place. We 
understand that several floors have been 
taken in the new location. From 1875 to 
i901 Ginn & Co. were located in Tremont 
Place and in 1901 they removed to 29 Beacon 
street, the site of the old home of John Han- 
cock, first signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and first governor of Massachu- 
setts under the State Constitution. It was 
doubtless due to its historic associations that 
the state has bought up the Beacon street 
property.

OBITUARY NOTES 


Basi. W. Duke, one of Morgan’s raiders 
and the author of a “History of Morgan’s 
Cavalry” and the “Reminiscences of Gen. 
Basil W. Duke,” died in New York on Sep- 
tember 16. 


FRANK DeMPSTER SHERMAN, head of the 
Department of Graphics of the School of 
Architecture at Columbia University and 
author of several volumes of poetry, died 


on September 19, following an operation 
for appendicitis. Prof. Sherman’s published 
works included: Madrigals and Catches, 


1887; New Waggings of Old Tales (with 
John Kendrick Bangs), 1887; Lyrics for a 
Lute, 1890; Little-Folk Lyrics, 1892; Lyrics 
of Joy, 1904; A Southern Flight (with Clin- 
ton Scollard), 1906, and several genealogical 
volumes. 

Horace Wuite, formerly editor in chief of 
the New York Evening Post, vice-president 
and president of the New York Evening Post 
Company, and author of several books, died 
on September 16, in his eighty-third year. 
Mr. White was one of the last of the famous 
group of New York journalists, which in- 
cluded Charles A. Dana, Whitelaw Reid, and 
several others, and was a personal friend of 
Abraham Lincoln. He was the author of 
“Money and Banking Illustrated by Ameri- 
can History,” first published in 1895, and 
which reached its fourth edition in I19II; a 
translation from the Greek in two volumes 
of “The Roman History of Appian of Alex- 
andria,” published in 1899, and the “Life of 
Lyman Trumbull,” published in 1913. In ad- 
dition, Mr. White was the editor of “Bas- 
tiat’s Sophismes Economiques,” published in 
1876, and “Luigi Cossa’s Scienza delle Fi- 
nanze,” published in 1889. 

Jost Ecuecaray, one of the foremost Span- 
ish dramatists and formerly prominent in pub- 
lic life, died in Madrid on September 15, in 
his eighty-fourth year. He was best known 
for his plays. In 1904 he shared the Nobel 
Prize for literature with the French ‘poet, 
Frederic Mistral. Thru his writings he 
became a member of the Spanish Academy of 
Sciences in 1866, and two years later was elect- 
ed a member of the Cortes. From 1867 to 
1874 he occupied at various times the positions 
of Minister of Commerce, of Education, and 
of Finance, and in 1905 was again Minister 
of Finance. In January, 1912, King Alfon- 
so decorated him with the ancient Order of 
the Golden Fleece. After a brilliant early 
career in politics, he withdrew from public 
life. Upon the restoration of the monarchy, 


and at the age of thirty-nine, he founded a- 


new reputation as poet and dramatist. Dur- 


ing the next twenty-five years he produced 
nearly fifty plays. The earliest of these were 
romantic tragedies in verse; the latter were 
often in prose, and dealt with psychological 
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problems, betraying the influence of Ibsen. 
His early plays include: “La Hija Natural,” 
“La Ultima Noche,” “El Libro Talonario,” 
“La Esposa del Vendador,” “En el puto de la 
Espada,’ “O locura 6 Santidad” (which was 
translated into French and Italian) and “En 
el Seno de la Muerte,’ (which was put into 
German by Fastenrath). The most famous 
of his plays, probably his masterpiece, was 
“El Gran Galeoto,’ which has been played 
all over Europe. The influence of Ibsen 
was especially apparent in his “El Hijo de 
Don Juan,” “El Loco de Dios’ (1900). 
Jostan Royce, Alford professor of nat- 
ural religion, moral philosophy, and_ civil 
polity at Harvard University, and the fore- 
most philosophical authority on this side of 
the water, died at his home in Cambridge, 
Mass., on September 14, after an illness of 
two weeks. Dr. Royce was one of the most 
learned men in the United States, yet he 
carried his wisdom easily. As the greatest 
modern idealist, he differed from others in 
his respect for science and in his mastery 
of the fundamentals of the sciences. Of the 
almost captious contempt which other ideal- 
ists showed for the work of the sciences, he 
had none. There was room in his mind for 
all the contributions of materialism and 
science. Another aspect of Royce was his 
sympathy. for the life of feeling and emo- 
tion. He was born, November 20, 1855, in 
California, and was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California in 1875. After a few 
years of study abroad he received a fellow- 
ship at Johns Hopkins University, from 
which he received his degree of Ph.D. in 
1878. The honorary degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by a number of univer- 
sities, both here and abroad. During the five 
years, 1878 to 1882, Dr. Royce was instruc- 
tor in English literature and logic at the 
University of California. He joined the 
faculty of Harvard University in the latter 
year as an instructor in philosophy, rising 
thru the various grades until he became 
Alford professor, in March, 1914. He 
had published numerous volumes on _ phi- 
losophical subjects, including: Religious As- 
pect of Philosophy, 1885; History of Cali- 
fornia (in American Commonwealth series), 
1886; The Feud of Oakfield Creek (novel), 
1887; The Spirit of Modern Philosophy, 
1892; The Conception of God (joint author), 
1897; The World and the the Individual (2 
vols.), 1900, 1901; The Conception of Im- 
mortality, 1900; Studies of Good and Evil, 
1898; Outlines of Psychology, 1903; Herbert 
Spencer, An Estimate and a Review, 1904; 
The Relation of the Principles of Logic to 
the Foundations of Geometry (Trans. Am. 
Math. Soc., July, 1905); The Philosophy of 
Loyalty, 1908; Race Questions, Provincial- 
ism and Other American Problems, 1908; 


William James and Other Essays on the 
Philosophy of Life,.1911; Bross Lectures on 
the Sources of Religious Insight, 1912; The 
Problem of Christianity (2 vols.), 1913; War 
and Insurance, 1914, and The Hope of the 
Great Community (forthcoming).

“We, the undersigned American writers, ob- 
serve with deep regret the efforts now being 
made to destroy the work of Theodore Drei- 
ser. Some of us may differ from Mr. Drei- 
ser in our aims and methods, and some of 
us may be out of sympathy with his, point 
of view, but we believe that an attack by 
irresponsible and arbitrary persons upon the 
writings of an author of such manifest sin- 
cerity and such high accomplishments must 
inevitably do great damage to the freedom 
of letters in the United States, and bring 
down upon the American people the ridicule 
and contempt of other nations. The method 
of the attack, with its attempt to ferret out 
blasphemy and indecency where they are not, 
and to condemn a serious artist under a law 
aimed at common rogues, is unjust and ab- 
surd. We join in this public protest against 
the proceeding in the belief that the art of 
letters, as carried on by men of serious pur- 
pose and with the co-operation of reputable 
publishers, should be free from interference 
by persons who, by their own statement, 
judge all books by narrow and impossible 
standards; and we advocate such amendments 
of the existing laws as will prevent such per- 
secutions in future.”
